Holding the Business 

Surveys made in all sections of the country, by 
government bureaus and retail organizations and other 
such interested bodies, are agreed that consumers want 
to continue their buying at a high level, and that they 
are financially able to do so. However, the average 
consumer has become much more "price conscious." 
In other words, the era when amost anything could be 
sold at almost any price asked is a dead dog. 

It is to the credit of retailing that it has done and 
is doing all in its power* to meet consumer desires. 
Retail sales in most lines are only moderately down 
from- last year. At the same time, auditors' reports 
from department stores, chain store systems, and other 
representative retail outlets, show that, generally 
speaking, the profit earned per dollar of sales has de- 
clined, and is just about at the rock-bottom level. The 
. reason for it is a simple" one. Alert retailers, watching 
the public pay critical attention to the price tags, have 
deliberately cut their profits in order to hold their 
business. 

It could only happen in a free economy, where 
there are no limits on compeition, where anyone with 
the resources and the desire can start a retail store. 
It could only happen, also, where mass distribution 
has been developed to a very high state of efficiency, 
as an essential partner of mass production. The idea, 
originally pioneered by the chains and since adopted 
by all kinds of stores, that the sound way to run a re- 
tail business is to hold unit profits to a modest level 
in order to encourage and maintain a big total volume 
of business, is a typical American innovation. It lias 
done much to give us our present-day living standards. 

Seventy Years of Life 

On October 21, the 70th anniversary of Edison's in- 
candescent lamp was celebrated. 

The lamp, which is so commonplace today, marked 



the beginning of the electric age—even as it marked 
the beginning of a great industry whose service has 
revolutionized agriculture, industry and domestic life. 
Today there are nearly 40,000,000 wired homes in the 
United States. 'Almost all have radios. The great 
majority have electric refrigerators, Jrons, washing 
machines and other labor-saving conveniences that are 
virtually considered necessities now— and would have 
seemed the wildest luxuries not long ago. * 

Rural electrification got its real start in 1929— a 
mere 20 y;ears back. At the jend of that year, the pow- 
er companies had brought service to 600,000 farms. To- 
day nine-tenths of all our farms have service available 
and 82 per cent arc. using it. In those 20 years, the 
average farmer has tripled his consumption of elec- 
tricity—yet his annual electric bill has increased only 
40 per cent. Last' year, according to the Department 
of Commerce, electricity took less than one per cent of 
the average family budget — and for that tiny sum it 
renders miracles of service. 

What built the electric industry and gave the na- 
tion light arid power? The answer to that question is 
free enterprise. The industry is owned by some 3,- 
000,000 Americans, most of them people of moderate 
means. It has physical assets worth about $20,000,'- 
000,000. It is one of the biggest taxpayers, ancU its 
rates and standards' of service are regulated by state 
and federal commissions which represent the interests 
of the consumer. It can look back on 70 years of life 
with pride in a great job well done.
